The South is up against an old 
problem. Because of its history, 
its one-party politics, and its ob- 
session with the past which inter- 
feres with the necessary busi- 
ness of getting on with the pres- 
ent, the South is less progressed 
in industrial development than its 
neighbors. Its per capita income, 
the money it spends per child 
in education, the salaries it pays 
its teachers, the numbers of its 
young men and women in colleges 
and universities, the teaching ma- 
terials it provides its students, 
are all well below the national 
level. (‘A competent full professor 
in one of the region’s state uni- 
versities may receive $4,000 to $4,- 
500 less per year than is paid in 
an Eastern university.) 
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Great Opportunity 


Yet, precisely because the, 
Southern region is less developed 
industrially, its opportunity is the 
greatest. But it cannot move into 
that vast unknown future unless 
it has an educated people. The 
waste of talent in the South is 
tragically large. Unless there are 
more teachers, technicians, engi- 
neers, doctors, and professionally 
and managerially trained persons, 
the South will not be able to make 
any marked advance. 


There are now about 900,000 
students in Southern colleges and 
universities. By 1970, a little more 
than eight years hence, that en- 
rollment is expected to reach 1,- 
500,000 — perhaps, even 1,700,- 
000. Present buildings and staffs 
can’t begin to do the job. Two- 
year community colleges, better 
utilization of existing facilities — 
and additions to faculty and plant 
must be a part of that future. 


This will cost money. The 
amount is large, but not excessive 
if one comprehends it must be 
spent over 16 states. By 1970 these 
common wealths will need, on es- 


timate, to be spending about .$700,-| 


000,000 above present budgets. 
Can the South afford it? 


The answer is yes — if the 
South wants to do it. This is much 
less than is spent on liquor, to- 
bacco and recreation. It is a mat- 
ter of values; and political candi- 
dates, governors, and public lead- 
ers will do well to begin com- 
municating the need to those who 
must pay the bill. 


There is a dismaying shortage 
in every professional capacity 
in the South — by 1975 that gap 
will be perhaps unbridgeable un- 
less a determined start now is 
made to cope with the need. 


Requirements 


Restraint, determination, and 
some sacrifice will be required 
if the goals of excellence for 
Southern education are to equal 
those of the rest of the country 

. as they now do not. 


It will also be necessary to come 
to our senses. On the day the dele- 
gates met to consider the facts 
of their educational problem, the 
newspapers told of mob violence 
in McComb, Mississippi, produced 
by use of general bus depot fa- 
cilities by colored travelers. The 
issue of where a colored child will 
sit in school or on a trolley still 
is a major issue for many South- 
erners. If it is forever to be the 
South's fate to be dragged back- 
wards by the Old South while all 
our prophets, economists, and our 
needs urge movement forward into 
the New South, the end result will 
be frustration and disaster. 


The hour is late. None will dis- 
pute that the South cannot go on 
forever enjoying the luxury of its 
split personality. It must move 
into the future or slip backwarc 
into spiritual and economic de 
feat. 


This is the real challenge to the 
South. We cannot evade it. Neither 
time, events, or trends permit.

The Georgia Education Association's 
legislative committee is right in asking 
for a law to spell out the State Board of 
Education’s authority to revoke teachers’ 
certificates. 

Need for such legislation was illus- 
trated recently when the board found it- 
self without specific legal rights to punish 
those accepting rebates on sales of band 
instruments to students. 

The GEA proposed that such offenses 
as misconduct, immorality, mistreatment 
of pupils, intemperance, falsification of 
school records, commission of crime, etc., 
be established as grounds for license re- 
vocation. 

Conscientious, law-abiding teachers— 
which comprise the vast majority in 
Georgia—should have nothing to fear from 
giving the board power to deal as sternly 
as necessary with the small minority un- 
worthy of being members of the teaching 
profession.

Sen. Richard B. Russell is a man we respect. 
He does often emphasize hog cholera eradication 
over pressing urban problems, But rural votes

Russell usually stands as a pillar of good 
sense around whom responsible men rally in the Senate. . 

Yet we have to differ strongly now with his belief that ‘“‘the 
federal urban renewal program could be cut in half and we could let 
that extra money go for defense.” 

Obviously we need defense, with Russia boosting her arms budget 

' 45 per cent, and we’ve got to pay for it. 

But urban renewal is one of the least expendable items in the 
vast barrel of spending programs that range from land reclamation 
in Arizona to the health of hogs in Georgia.

We aren't even talking about the needs of human beings in cities, 
or the rescue of the poor from slums, or the better busiriess that 
restoration generates. We're talking about hard, cold cash of the 


sort that buys guns to 


resist Russians. 


Urban renewal is not an expenditure but an investment of the 


most lucrative sort. 


Look at Atlanta. We're spending $40 million to buy and improve — 


land in five blighted areas. The federal government puts up two 
thirds of the money. We put up one third locally. 


But that isn’t money subtracted from -defense. Once reclaimed, 
the land is being resold to builders for better use. We expect the re- 
sale to earn back $15 million of the $40 million. 

Well, isn’t the other $25 million lost? No. Redevelopment of the 
land will multiply its tax yield. Locally, these five areas will produce 
a tax increase of more than a million dollars annually in property

‘Thus in just eight years Atlanta will earn back—in property tax 
increases alone—the entire $8 million it invested as its one third of 


the project. 


The federal government will collect the vastly larger income tax 
from the profit-making new tenants of former slums. It, too, will

To cut such an investment in half, as Sen. Russell suggests, 
would seem to us to be plain poor business. 

Will urban renewal really work that way? Look at the record. 
Atlanta has now reclaimed and resold five tracts totaling 31 acres in 
the 176-acre Butler Street area. That whole area of 176 slum acres 
used to produce only $97,000 annually in property tax. The five tracts 
already sold will alone yield $113,000 more each year than their 


/former tenants paid. 


/ The federal government will long need dollars for defense and

Castro’s Red Boast F 
Leaves No Alibis 


WASHINGTON—The men are at last being 
separated from the boys as we confront Castro's 


Soviet satellite in Cuba. They are being separated 

from this hemisphere. President Kennedy's coming visit to Latin 
America is not just to cut ribbons for dams. He is going to find out 
who will now stand where in the great struggle to keep imperialist 
communism from spreading through this hemisphere. 


Castro’s boast that for years he 
had been a thorough-going Com- 
munist, though masking it for a 
while to obtain non-Communist 
assistance, has left his apologists 
no alibi. 

Swept away is the schoolgirl 
reasoning that because Castro 
ousted a bad man in Cuba, Castro 
must be a good man. Swept away 
is the old argument: ‘Well, even 
if Castro is partly a Communist, 
he has not gone all the way to 
Moscow; and if we get tough with 
him, we will only drive him into 
Moscow's arms.” 

For it is mortally clear now, in 
Castro’s own words shouted from 
the microphones in Havana, that 
Castro was years ago “in Mos- 
cow’s arms” and that only Castro 
put Castro there. 

Mortally plain it is that he is or- 
ganizing communism in Cuba to 
fit the pattern and direction of 
Soviet communism, as he publicly 
calls for similar Communist revo- 
lutions throughout Latin America. 

Even the Organization of Ameri- 
can States is now at least to some 
extent convinced. By 14 to 2, it 
has called a conference of Latin- 
American foreign ministers to 


study how to fight Communist sub- 
version coming from Castro Cuba.

Slum Clearance Too Big 


For Private Means Alone 


This is to introduce Mr. Richard Wagner, president of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce of the United States. 


Like the rest of us, Mr. Wagner 


favors private enterprise; and like some of us. Mr. Wagner is dead 
set against Big Government. Last month, Mr. Wagner came out 
Swinging against one particular activity of Big Government—urban 
renewal. Said Mr. Wagner: “The faults already apparent in the 


federal urban renewal subsidy program should persuade us that — 
there is no newly discovered theory here . . 


. Men and women dedi- 


cated to the private enterprise system cannot support the subsidy ap- 
proach."’ There was a good deal more along the same lines. 


Now, there are several things 
that should be said about this: 

First, it is quite true that the 
urban-renewal program—like all 
big, relatively untried, relatively 
experimental programs — is still 
full of flaws. But these flaws call 
for reform—not abolition. 

Second, it is quite true that all 
of us, as taxpayers, would be de- 
lighted to have the entire slum- 
clearance and urban-rehabilitation 
problem solved by private enter- 
prise on a local level—with not a 
nickel of public subsidy. Alas, 
every intelligent private entrepre- 
neur knows that the problem is 
far too big to be handled by pri- 
vate enterprise. alone. 


Third, Mr. Wagner ought to

In their recent 
book, “Capital Requirements for 
Urban Renewal,” authors Dyck- 
man and Isaacs suggest that the 
U.S. might, conceivably, spend as 
much as $800 billion on urban 
renewal over the next dozen years. 
If the U.S. were to follow that 
suggestion even in part, many of 
Mr. Wagner’s best friends would 
stand to gain. After all, since the 
federal government is not in the 
brick-baking business, someone 
other than Washington bureau- 
crats is likely to benefit from this 
vast expenditure. 

There is plenty of room for im- 
provement in urban renewal. But 
going back to the city-building 
practices of the nineteenth cen-

Lewis Mumford concludes, 


with many of the great minds 
that reflect wisdom and insight, 
that the church is humanity’s 
only hope. ‘“‘And a church,” 
writes Mumford, “that taught 
one part of mankind to walk 
upright and unafraid through 
one Dark Age may yet summon 
up the power that will enable 
us to avert another Dark Age, 
or to face it, if it begins to 
descend upon us, with unyield- 
ing courage.”

In short, we want 
the poise and serenity that only 
God can give and, at the same 
time, live in a _ world that 
marches by the music of _earth- 
ly desires. 

There is one thing of which 
I am certain in the midst of 
so many uncertainties. We will 
never have peace in the world 
or peace in the human heart 
until we turn our backs upon 
the rivers of evil that flow 
through life and bring our souls 
and have them washed in God's 
sea of forgiveness. The selfish- 
ness and pride of the human 
race will bring us to frustra- 
tion, chaos, misery and de- 
struction. God’s way will bring 
us to light, happiness, service, 
goodwill and life. The human 
race has a choice. It boils 
down to either our way or 
God’s way. 

You and I cannot make this 
choice for others, but we can 
make it for ourselves. Joshua

EXPLAINS TRADE EMPHASIS 


The President explained why 
his administration was placing so 
much emphasis on foreign trade. 


“This country must maintain 
a favorable balance of trade,” 
the president said, ‘‘or suffer 
severely from the point of view 
of financial security. We sell 
abroad now nearly $5,000,000,000 
more than we import. But unfor- 
tunately that $5,000,000,000 goes 
abroad in order to maintain the 
national security requirements of 
the United States. 


“We spend $3,000,000,000 of that 
in order to keep our troops over- 
seas. It costs us $700,000,000 to 
keep our divisions in Western 
Germany and $300,000,000 to keep 
our troops in France, and what 
is true in France and Germany, 
which are outposts of our com- 
mitments, is true in other areas.”’

The President then took up 
the subject of the European Com- 
mon Market, which he called 
“the best market for our manu- 
factured goods.”’ He said it was 
essential for the United States 
“to keep moving its trade into 
those areas.”

WASHINGTON—tThe Federal Trade Commission 
Thursday issued advertising regulations for commercial 


ers, includes the following cri- 
teria: 

1. The use of such terms as 
“fallout-proof shelter,”’ ‘‘blast 
shelter,’ “‘guaranteed protection” 
or ‘civil defense-approved shel- 
ter’’ are forbidden, as are any 
claims that imply complete pro- 
tection. The federal government 
does not endorse or approve shel- 
ters, it sets minimum standards, 
which the shelter advertiser may 
say he meets. 


2. To be advertised as a “‘fall- 
out”’ shelter, the shelter must be 
constructed to reduce incoming 
gamma radiation by at least 99 
per cent, 


3. To qualify as ‘‘blast-resist- 
ant,’’ a shelter must be capable 
of withstanding a pressure of 30 
pounds a square inch. Such “‘over- 
presses’ would occur 2'4 miles 
from a 10 megaton explosion and 
five miles from a _ 100-megaton 
explosion. 


4. A ‘‘limited _ blast-resistant 
shelter’’ must be able to with- 
stand five pounds of ‘‘over- 
pressure’’ a square inch, which 
would occur about 8'2 miles from 
a 10-megaton explosion and 18

Dear Dr. Molner: Fallen 
arches have caused me so much 
discomfort and self-conscious- 
ness I want desperately to 
make certain my children are 
not afflicted. 


Will orthopedic shoes, worn 
when the foot is growing, actu- 
ally build the arch? Will exer- 
cise help? Does going barefoot 
strengthen or weaken the 
arches?—Mrs. O. Q. 


Sometimes flat feet or other foot 
defects may be inherited; some- 
times not. The chubby foot of a 
baby usually looks flat because of 
the fat on the sole. Actually, how- 
ever, one can’t tell until the little 
fellows start to walk. 


Then they may toe in, be unduly 
clumsy or develop a limp. Later 
they may avoid play or walking 
as evidence of foot strain. 


If such signs are apparent, yes, 
orthopedic shoes can give support 
to the arch until it has acquired 
strength to maintain proper posi- 
tion.

In adult life, improper shoes, 
excessive weight, arthritis and 
gout are common factors in foot 
troubles but let me emphasize 
that not all feet that ‘“‘look flat’ 
are subject to discomfort. We just 
aren’t all shaped alike. If the feet 
and arches give no pain there is 
no reason for treatment. The im- 
portant question is whether the 
feet, regardless of variations in 
shape, can carry your weight with- 
out being placed under excessive 
and hence painful strain. 


Another point to remember: 
Flatness isn’t the only foot defect 
of either children or adults. If a 
child seems to have arch defects, 
the physician will look to see 
whether some other element is 
causing the trouble. Relaxed ten- 
dons (causing the arch to col- 
lapse) may be found. Or the heel 
cords may be too tight, a fault 
that sometimes develop after a 
spurt of growth. 


So don’t assume that a faulty 
foot has just a ‘“‘weak arch.”’ 

Corrective shoes alone are not 
enough. Tight socks must be 
avoided. Shoes should be replaced 
often enough to prevent tightness 
as the foot grows. Fitted arch 
supports, wedges and lifts all have 
their uses. Going barefoot is per- 
missible except in very young chil- 
dren with severe defects.

Husbands, love your wives, as 


Christ also loved the church and 
gave himself up for it, to conse- 
crate it, cleansing it by water 
and word, so that he might pre- 
sent the church to himself all glo- 
rious with no stain or wrinkle or 
anything of the sort, but holy and 
without blemish. In the same 
way also are bound to love their 
wives, as they love their own 
bodiec.

You fathers, again, must not 
goad your children to resentment, 
but give them the instruction, and 
the correction, which belong to 
a Christian upbringing. 


Slaves, obey your earthly mas- 
ters with fear and _ trembling, 
single - mindedly, as 
Christ. Do not offer merely the 
outward show of service, to curry 
favour with men, but, as slaves 
of Christ, do whole-heastedly the 
will of God. Give the cheerful 
service of those who serve the 
Lord, not men. For you know that 
whatever good each man may do, 
slave or free, will be repaid him 
by the Lord. 


You masters, also, must do the 
same by them. Give up using 
threats; remember you both have 
the same Master in heaven, and 
he has no favourites. 


Finally then, find your strength 
in the Lord, in his mighty power. 
Put on all the armour which God 
provides, so that you may be able 
to stand firm against the devices 
of the devil. For our fight is not 
against human foes, but against 
cosmic powers, against the au- 
thorities and potentates of this 
dark world, against the super- 
human forces of evil in the heav- 
ens. Therefore, take up God’s

Atlanta ballefinas shape up nicely, alongside their New York 
City counterparts. 


That was the verdict of Fernand Nault, ballet master of the 
American Ballet Theater, when he coached Southern School of 
Ballet classes here recently. 


The New York dancer, a native of Montreal, Canada, exer- 
cised three classes of Atlanta dancers, from 9%year-olds through 
young , housewives and businesswomen.

New Courses in Domestic Service 


Will Answer One of City’s Needs 


er in satisfactory agreement. 


The course was sponsored by 
Mr. and Mrs. E. W. Washington 
who operate the Washington 
Employment Bureau for Col- 
ored Workers, and find them- 
selves each month with dozens 
of unskilled young girls and 
boys, all of them dropouts from 
high school or earlier grades, 
seeking work. At the same 
time the Washington rolls are 
filled-with requests for house- 
hold helpers from Atlanta fam- 
ilies who stipulate a little train- 
ing as a requisite to the initial 
application. 


The quick course was very 
practical. Mrs. Flora Davis, 
Home Economist at Clark Col- 
lege, discussed attitudes, such 
things as responsibility, fair 
play, self-respect, and agree- 
ments, and then taught these 
diffident young girls how to 
use cleaning agents, appliances, 
and how to polish a window to 
make it shine. 


Mrs. Alice Davie of the Apex 
Beauty College taught the girls 
the rudiments of personal clean- 
liness, grooming, appropriate- 
ness of dress, chiding them 
gently for their long earrings, 
bright dingernails and _ spike 
heels. Mrs. L. P. Whatley, 
teacher of distributive education 
at Carver High School, gave 


them a brief demonstration on 
cooking and the service of food, 
and a trained nurse brought her 
own sleeping infant to illustrate 
the care of small children. 


All-of this was directed by 
Mrs. bar Reed of the Phyl- 
lis Wheatley staff, whose chief 
job it was to find door prizes 
and “material motivations’’ to 
enlist the interest of the girls 
and keep them coming. 


For the sad truth is that 
domestic work is the least de- 
sired occupation for women in 
the world, and that reflects on 
the mistresses of the household 
more than on their helpers. 
Though salaries and conditions 
now are changing, the years of 
unpleasantness have left their 
scar, and no young woman to- 
day envisions a job as maid or 
cook or nurse with pleasure. 
She may change her mind once 
she starts, but she is never 
happy to begin. 


Two weeks is not enough, of 
course, but it is a beginnirig.

Why Pay for TV 
When It’s Free? 


By PAUL JONES 
As tests of the various types of pay TV continue, 


It becomes more and more apparent that advocates 


of the pay-as-you-watch systems intend merely to 
charge patrons to watch the very programs they now 
see free—if and when toll television is approved for 


the country. 


When pay TV was first get- 

ting started, advocates of toll 
TV indicated that only though 
the demise of 
com me r- 
cially spon- 
sored television 
could viewers 
be assured of 
having the 
“finest ent er- 
tainment avail- 
able. 


There were 
indications that 
toll TV would 
bring into the 
homes of millions of Americans 
top Broadway shows, outstand- 
ing music presentations, opera 
and top-notch sports attractions 
unavailable on commercial tele- 
vision. 

At the outset I suspected that 
all of this was just a lot of 
palaver intended to help the 
toll TV backers to get their 
foot in the doors of American 
homes. Once the toll system, 
which has been called the 
“coin-box gold mine,” was 
established, then pay television 
would begin to feed viewers a 
steady diet of old movies, pro- 
fessional football, golf, basket- 
ball, ice hockey and “‘B”’ grade 
drama such as now is offered 
on all networks free. 


In a “progress report’”’ on its 
tests of the Telemeter system in 
Toronto, Canada, Paramount 
Pictures Corp. disclosed that 
movies and professional football 
games have been the most pop- 
ular forms of diversion. So far, 
efforts to “uplift” program 
standards with such things as 
Broadway plays, concerts and 
opera have not materialized. 


It is obvious that in its tests 
in the Toronto area, Paramount 
is endeavoring to give the peo- 
ple ‘“‘what they want,’’ which is 
precisely what commercial tele- 
vision attempts to do in follow- 
ing the rating charts in setting 
up its own programing.

In its tests in the Toronto 
area Paramount Pictures is 
charging its customers $2 to 
see a football contest and $1 to 
watch an old movie. 


Since Paramount is interest- 
ed in cultivating friends at this 
point, it might be expected 
that charges are being held at 
a minimum, although the com- 
pany frankly states that it is 
losing money on this basis. 
Should a nationwide system of 
toll TV be approved, viewers 
might expect to pay higher 
prices, possibly as much as $4 
or $5 for the privilege of 
watching a professional football 
game, or as much as $2 to see 
an old movie.

FEES PAID for the privilege 
of watching particular events 
on TV would not be all. 


With only 6,000 homes sub- 
scribing to the service, Tele- 
meter already has clamped on 
a $15 annual “service fee.’’ 
This money is being used, ac- 
cording to Paramount, to help 
defray expenses of setting up 
the complicated network. 


If toll television comes, sub- 
scribers might be expected to 
“contribute’’ an annual “serv- 
ice fee.’’ Customeis might ex- 
pect that the ‘fee’ would be 
much larger than the $15 as- 
sessed the Toronto subscribers. 


As someone already has apt- 
ly termed it, pay TV is a ‘‘coin- 
box gold mine.” 


It looms as a financial bo- 
nanza for those who might con- 
trol # But it could be an ex- 
per.sive proposition for viewers 
who might expect nothing better 
from it than they’re getting 
without charge on our present 
commercially sponsored sys- 
tem.”

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How three technological advances combine to
